UNITED STATES CONSUL-GENERAL 
CRAWFORD has been elected an honorary 
member of the Slav benevolent society 
in St. Petersburg. Count Ignatieff, 
president of the society, warmly praised 
Mr. Crawford’s administration of the 
consulate. 

On the 20th Col. August V. Kautz of 
the Eighth infantry was appointed brig- 
adier-general to fill the - vacancy caused 
by the retirement of Gen. Gibbon. 

On the 20th Rev. Henry Darling, D. 
D., LL. D., president of Hamilton col- 
lege, Clinton, N. Y., died of bronchitis, 
at his home in Clinton. 

A SPECIAL committee of the Minne- 
sota legislature, after an investigation 
of charges of needless cruelty to pris- 
oners, recommended the discharge of 
Deputy Warden Lemon of the Still- 
water penitentiary. 

JAMES K. THACHER, professor of 
physiology in Yale, died at New Haven, 
Conn., on the 20th, aged 43 years, of 
pneumonia. 

Ex-SPEAKER REED has arrived at 
Rome, and will remaina fortnight. He 
was tendered a dinner, on the 18th, by 
the American consul, Mr. Bourn. Min- 
ister Porter and a number of prominent 
visiting Americans were present. 

On the 20th Congressman-Elect M. H. 
Ford (dem.) died at Grand Rapids, 
Mich. Mr. Ford had been ill for a week 
with the grip. He was found uncon- 
scious in bed stricken with apoplexy.

NEAR Fallston, Md., on the 16th, 
three men were killed and two seriously 
injured in an accident on the Maryland 
Central road. 

On the 17th Gen. O. H. Enochs, mem- 
ber of congress froin Ironton, O., was 
dangerously injured by a runaway team. 
On the 17th the trial, at Elmira, N. 
Y., of William E. Decker for the mur- 
der of Miss Nellie Foster, formerly of 
Brooklyn, ended in a verdict of murder 
in the second degree. Decker was sen- 
tenced to Auburn prison for life. The 
defense was insanity. 

On the 17th William Green, a negro, 
was hanged in New Orleans for the 
brutal murder of Joseph Parker, on 
January 6, 1890. Green did not deny 
the killing, but held that it was in self- 
defense. 

At Sioux Falls, S. D., Mrs. Frank 
Hyde poisoned her two young children, 
on the 18th. and then committed suicide. 
She left a note stating that insanity 
was hereditary in her family, and she 
thought it best to kill the children and 
herself. ° 

By an explosion near Kootinay, Man., 
on the 18th, several worknien were 
buried under a mass of rock and killed. 
At Kipton, O., on the 18th, a collision 
between the Toledo express and. the 
fast mail, on the Lake Shore railroad, 
resulted in the killing of six postal 
clerks and the engineers of both trains, 
and the fatal wounding of a boy who 
was sitting on the platform of the sta- 
tion where the accident occurred.

People are 
fleeing, and all the immediate towns 
have quarantined against the stricken 
towns of Newbern and Gates. 

On the 18th the application of Michi- 
gan for her share of the direct tax— 
$426,498—was received at the treasury 
department. 

VERMONT'S maple sugar season of 1891 
has practically closed, and the crop of 
sugar is considerably larger than the 
average. Fully 17,000,000 pounds of 
sugar and sirup were made, of which 
about 40 per cent. is sirup. The mar- 
ket value of the crop will exceed $1,200,- 
000. 

WHEN the polls in the New Hamp- 
shire Methodist Episcopal conference, 
held at Newport, closed, on the 20th, it 
was found that fifty-seven had voted in 
favor of. admitting women as lay dele- 
gates to lay electoral and general con- 
ferences, and thirty-seven against. Thir- 
ty-four opposed the amendment of the 
second restrictive rule, while fifty-three 
favored it. 

On the 20th a dividend of 2 per cent., 
payable on May 15, was declared by the 
Pullman Palace Car Co. 

In the supreme court of the United 
States on the 20th argument in the 
Behring sea (schooner Hayward) case, 
and the lottery law habeas corpus case, 
brought by the Mobile Register, was 
postponed for one week.

Wasuineton, April 21.—Secretary 
Foster telegraphed the collector of cus- 
toms at El Paso, Tex., yesterday after- 
noon, to permit the governor of the 
state of Chihuahua, Mexico, and staff, 
with battery of artillery, to enter the 
United States at El Paso, Tex., on 
Tuesday, April 21. The Mexican mili- 
tary authorities come as the representa- 
tives of President Diaz of Mexico and 
will fire a salute in honur of President 
Harrison on his arrival at El Paso. 
The permit. allows the governor and 
his staff to wear side arms. The en- 
trance of the Mexican soldiery into the 
United States is quite an event, being, 
it is said, the first time siace the Mexi- 
can war that they have trod American 
soil. 


COURTING A WHIRLWIND. 











Portuguese Intolerance Arousing British 
and Native Irein South Africa, and Hos- 
tllities Imminent. 

Lonpon, April 21. — Advices from 
Cape Town confirm the statement previ- 
ously cabled thatthe British settlers in 
Mashonaland and Manicaland are 
everywhere preparing for a fight with 
the Portuguese. Gungunhama has sent 
messages repudiating allegiance to 
Portugal, and asking to be taken un- 
der the pretection of the British. Tho 
chief is said to be deeply enraged at 
the abduction by the Portuguese of two 
of his sons and one daughter as 
hostages. The sons were taken to 
Portugal to be educated, and the daugh- 
ter is detained at Mozambique. Gun- 
gunhama was frightened into submis- 
sion at first, but a British trader has in- 
formed him that the Portuguese would 
not dare to injure the children, and now 
he wants to fight. The young chief, 
Umbati, of Gungunhama’s kraal, to 
whom the daughter was to have been 
married shortly, has already started 
with a band of warriors to fight the 
Portuguese. 

The British South African Co.’s lead- 
ing representatives in London held a 
meeting yesterday to discuss the south 
African situation. The opinion was 
freely expressed that unless Portugal 
promptly ceased her high-handed meas- 
ures, the company would have to take 
action in defense of itschartered rights. 


NOT CONTAGIOUS. 








The Reported Case of Pluro Pneumonia 
at Deptford, England, Proves to be 
Simply Catarrhal Pneumonia and Not 
Contagious. 

WasuHInaTon, April 21.—Inquiry was 
made at the department of agriculture 
yesterday in regard to the alleged case 
of pleuro-pneumonia said to have becn 
discovered at Deptford, England, 
among animals imported from the 
United States. Dr. William Dickson, 
assistant chief of the bureau of animal 
industry, speaking for Dr. Salmon, 
who is confined at his home witha 
slight attack of the grip, said: 

“Qur representative, Dr. Wray, ca- 
bled us yesterday that this is not a case 
of contagious pleuro-pneumonia, and 
that most eminent British authorities 
coincide with him in this view. The 
fact of the matter is,” added the doc- 
tor, ‘‘we are satisfied this case will turn 
out as the last one did, in which, after 
a thorough investigation, it was shown 
to the satisfaction of everybody, includ- 
ing the British inspectors, that the sick 
animal had been suffering with noth- 
ing more serious than catarrhal-pneu- 
monia.” 





A Yellow Fever-Infected Ship Ordered to 
Quarantine. 

WasHineTon, April 21.—Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton of the marine hospital 
service has received the following tele- 
gram from Dr. Hargis, at Pensacola, 
Fla.: “Ship Curlew, forty-seven days 
from Rio, arrived here on the 17th, had 
eighteen eases of yellow fever on the 
three resulting fatally.

At Louisville, Ky., the other day, war-

000, with not a cent of assets, and most 
of the money belonged to poor people. 
Charles Jassen, the cashier of the bank, 
is missing, and the belief is that he isin 
Germany with a good-eized fortune, 
waiting for his !ate employers to join 
him. An investigation was demanded 
by the depositors, and as a result the 
warrants were issued. All of the men, 
who heretofore stood the highest and 
lived in magnificent style, were arrest- 
ed at a late hour by detectives, and 
after being taken to jail were released 
on bonds of $30,000 each. 


Death of Hon. J. M. Avery. 
Senator J. M. Avery, of Iberia, La., 
-died at New Orleans. Mr. Avery was 
47 years old, a native of Louisiana and 
a son of Judge D. D. Avery. While 
quite a boy he discovered on his father’s 
plantation on Avery or Petite Anse 
island the famous salt mine, which con- 
tains the largest deposit of rock salt in 
America, and which furnished the con- 
federacy nearly all the salt it.consumed 
during the war, and is operated to-day 
on a grand scale. Avery entered the 
confederate army when very young, 
serving on the staffs of Gens. Richard 
Taylor and B. Buckner. He was elect- 
ed to the state senate in 1888, and was 
attacked by the disease from which he 
died while attending the last session of 
the legislature. . 


Almost Whirled to Death. 

One hundred and twenty-five revolu- 
tions to the minute is made by the little 
iron mill shaft that runs through D. 
Gillis’ lint room about one foot from 
the floor to the main wheel that does 
his grinding and ginning at Louvak, 
Ga.

BUTLER PUT OUT 


-— ————— — — 


Blustering Ben Bounced from a 
Boston Court. 


He Made Himself Too Obnox- 
ious to the Judge. 


Ben Offerds the Court’s Dignity—Is Or- 
dered to Stay Out of Court—He Persists 
in Appearing—The Marshal Puts Him 
Out—He Was Also Mentally Put Out. 
Refuses to Stuy So. 


Bostox, April 24.--Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler has been ejected as a disorderly 
person from the United States district 
court, by order of Judge Carpenter. 

His ejectment was the result of a long 
standing animosity which has existed 
between the two men, and which has 
gradually grown in proportions until it 
culminated in this action. 

Gen. Butler has been appearing for 
Claretta Johnson, a woman charged with 
perjury in swearing that she was the 
widow of a Union soldier in an attempt 
to get a pension. The case has been a 
wrangle from beginning to end. 

Early in the trial Gen. Butler was ac- 
cused by the judge of deliberate false- 
hood. The judge said: 

“Sir, you have stated as true that 
which is not true, and which you knew 
was not true when you stated it.” 


‘Since then Gen. Bntler has been cha- 
fing, and has on several occasions shown 
his irritation openly. A week ago he 
appeared to make a motion for arrest of 
judgment in the case and was forbidden 
by Judge Carpenter to address the court 
either then or at any other time. 

During the morning session according- 
ly, Mrs. Johnson was taken into court 
without counsel. She immediately pro- 
tested against this and urged her rights. 
The court offered to provide her with 
counsel, but she stoutly refused and 
clung with lover-like tenacity to her 
former counsel, the general. eanwhile 
Gen. Butler had got wind of what was 
to happen and, despite the injunction 
never to address the court “at any time,” 
had determined to be present. He ar- 
rived at the court house before his case 
was to be heard, and while waiting he 
stumped impatiently up and down the 
outer corridor. No gaudy boutonniere 
decked liis button-hole, but instead he 
held between his teeth a long, black 
cigar, the ends of which he bit vicious- 
ly as he tramped like a lion up 
and down the hallway. e€ was per- 
fectly self-contained, but it was ovidens 
that he was in a towering e. 

Rumors were flying around thick, and 
as he entered the court room a little 
thrill of excitement ran through those 
assembled there. Judge Carpenter was 
discussing the case with the district at- 
torney. e was saying, “I will look 
over the case before passing final judg- 
ment, and if there is any need of coun- 
sel, I will assign a lawyer,” when Gen. 
Butler, standing squarely in front of 
him, interrupted : 

"IT aim ready, your honor, ” 

His Honor—" Mr. Marshal, Mr, Butler 
is disorderly; will you kindly remove 
him from the room.” 

The marshal and two of his assistants 
advanced to Gen. Butler’s side, and took 
him by the arms to carry out the judge’s 
order. Gen. Butler again endeavored to 
address the court, when his honor called 
out: 

“Mr. Marshal!” 

Marshal Doherty to Gen. Butler—You 
heard the order of the judge, Gen, But- 
ler? ‘ 

Gen. Butler—I am ready to—— 

His Honor—Remove him, Mr. Mar- 
shal. Don't allow him to create any 
further disorder. 

Gen. Butler—I am here—— 

Before he could finish the sentence he 
was taken hold of by the marshal and 
his assistants and escorted from the 
room. Gen. Butler’s voice was very 
much affected, and his eyes were full of 
tears, as he exclaimed: 

"I yield to force.” 

When he had been removed outside the 
court room the general, turning to Mar- 
shal Doherty, inquired: 

“Do you intend to hold me a prisoner 
now that I am outside?" 

Marshal Doherty replied: 

“No, general, I have performed my 
duty, ral you can go.” 

Gen. Butler then turned and went into 
the court room again. The judge had 
just left the bench, however, and the 

eneral, having looked around and see- 
ing the bench vacant, exclaimed: 

“Welll, the room smells a little better 
now than it did a few minutes ago.” 

He then left the building. 

Gen. Butler, when seen about his ejec- 
tion from court, said: 

“Of course, I shall take legal] steps in 
connection with the matter. When a 
man lays his hand on me and has no 
right to he generally gets sned for as- 
sault and battery. I had to do that 
once before. Of course, there are other 
remedies also. All in good time I shall 
take care of them.” 

He then went on to comment upon the 
way in which he had been treated by the 
Judge. 

“] was never,” he said, “removed from 
a court before in my life, and I have 
practiced before all the courts in the 
country for the past 56 years. Nor have 
I ever seen any lawyer removed from 
court for an attempt to address it in be- 
half of his client.” 

Judge Carpenter refused to say any- 
thing on the subject. 

Mrs. Johnson was brought into court 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $10 and to 
serve six months in jail.

He said the meaning of¢the 
words might be all right, but they would 
be distorted by the enemy with telling 
effect on the foreign-born Republican 
vote of the northwest. 

Gen. Fairchild of Wisconsin, who was 
cheered when he arose, said the delegates 
were all on the point in question. 
It was right to look after immigration ;

An Accidental Explosion Does 
Much Damage.

USEFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 


—Bayberry tallow makes one of the 
most softening and nicest of toilet 
soaps. And in localities where bayber- 
ries grow it can be very cheaply made. 

—Ammonia is a most useful house- 
hold article. For washing windows, 
brushes and performing many other 
services it becomes almost indispensa- 
ble to the careful housekeeper. 

—In our northern climate the rough- 
ness of March winds is apt to chap and 
tan the children’s faces. Nothing is 
really better for a chapped skin than 
mutton tallow which is nicely prepared. 
It can be remelted and strained several 
times, mixed with a small proportion of 
lard to soften it, and scented with rose 
water or any other desirable perfume. 

—Egg Dressing for Salad.—Three 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls of mustard, 
two tablespoonfuls of oil or melted but- 
ter, one tablespoonful of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of 
white pepper, one-half cupful of cream, 
one-half cupful of vinegar. Cook all to 
scald, add the oil slowly afterward, and 
pour over any chopped salad.—Boston 
Budget. 

—Salt fish may be soaked over night 
changing the water if it grows very salt. 
Always put it flesh side downwards in 
the pan, so that the salt may settle in 
the pan. In the country, salted, or 
what they call pickled, salmon is often 
allowed to stand for days in sour milk. 
It must be carefully washed when 
cooked, and really seems to acquire a 
pleasant flavor from its unusual treat- 
ment. 

—Deep Apple Pie—Fill a deep baking 
dish with tart apples, sliced and sprin- 
kled liberally with sugar and nutmeg, 
and little bits of butter. Butter the 
upper edges of the dish, and lay over 
the apples a thin sheet of paste, cutting 
three slits in the center. Pour into one 
of these openings half a cup of hot wa- 
ter and bake about an hour in a hot 
oven. Serve hot and pass English 
cheese with it.—Ladies’ Home Jour 
nal. 

—It is essential in case of a burn &w 
exclude the air, especially if the skin is 
broken A paste made of soot, com> 
mon baking soda, or even flour, is valu- 
able in case there is no abrasion of the 
skin. Incase the skin is broken, the 
white of an egg is about as valuable as 
any thing likely to be at hand. Wrap 
up the injured part in soft linen cloth, 
such as should always be kept in a roll 
in the kitchen drawer, where it will be 
convenient in case of accident. 

—Among the table linens are shown 
a variety of pretty napkins for cover- 
ing hot breads, corn, baked potatoes 
and the like. Either a square or oblong 
piece of linen has a small square cut 
out of each of the four corners, thus 
leaving a little flap at each of the four 
sides, which cover over the food. Some 

f these cloths have pretty mottoes and 
devices woven in, while others are 
stamped and embroidered in wash linen 
embroidery. 

—Very few householders know any- 
thing about respective qualities of red 
ash and white ash coal. In many small 
cities white ash is all that can be had. 
For range use, however, a good red ash 
coal gives out more heat and is more 
economical than anything else. The 
cook does not like it so well if she is 
inclined to be indolent, because it does 
not burnup so rapidly as white ash 
coal, and can not be started so quickly, 
but when it is once started and burning 
its lasting powers are surprising. 


QUEER FORMS OF INSANITY. 


An Old Man's Mania for Perpetrating 
Great Hoaxes. 

Not long ago an old man, looking like 
a rich retired merchant or banker, 
walked into the office of one of the 
foremost publishing houses of New 
York and asked to see the head of the 
firm. That gentleman recognized his 
caller as aman who twenty years ago 
had been the junior member of a great 
Wall street firm. He also remembered 
that the senior member had been one of 
Lincoln's most trusted advisers in finan- 
cial matters. The ex-banker said: 

‘*You will remember that my partner, 
who died about six months ago, was 
very prominent during the civil war. 
Every one in New York knows that 
Lincoln many times sought his counsel. 
Now, I have in my possession papers 
and memoranda showing how very 
much Lincoln was indebted to him. 
This information is of a deeply interest- 
ing, and, I might say of a startling char- 
acter. I thought, perhaps, we might 
\make some arrangements to write a 
memoir. I feel certain that it would 
pay, besides being a fair tribute to my 
friend and throwing much light on his- 
tory.” 

The ex-banker went on to tell that 
he had proof that his partner drew the 
original draft of the emancipation proc- 
lamation, besides doing many other 
things of vital importance. The pub- 
lisher was delighted, and made arrange- 
ments for a writer to call at the ex- 
banker’s house on a certain day and be- 
giz work. The publisher talked with 
the ex-banker for an hour or more and 
they separated equally well-pleased. 
At the appointed time the writer called 
and began to discuss the forthcoming 
book. After some time the ex-banker 
said: 

“There is one thing I have not yet 
told you, and itis the most important 





of all.” His voice sank to a mysterious 
whisper: ‘‘My partner assassinated Mr. 
Lincoln.” 


“No,” said the writer, drawing back 
and looking at the ex-banker in an as- 
tonished way.
